UNIFIED CONTROL 

Sir Kingsley Wood expressed great 
satisfaction with the results of this 
system of unified control, and went 
on tosay that this new phase of the 
air war .“may be drawing to a close 
and we must be prepared to face soon, 
perhaps in the Spring, another and 
more strenuous and difficult chap- 
ter.” . ‘ . 

Sir Kingsley Wood said patrol 
duties were more far-reaching than 
either attacking submarines or de- 
fending against air attack. Many 
ships owed their safety to units of 
this Command. : 

HELIGOLAND RAID 

Turning to the Bomber Command, 
Sir Kingsley Wood spoke of the re- 
cent raid on Heligoland, which he 
described as a particularly difficult 
and dangerous operation. 

Not only did our alroraft suc- 
_ cessfully reach the objectives and 
score direct hits with heavy bombs 
but all returned safely, having 
been attacked by 20 Mes- 
serschmidta, -two- of- which press- 
ed the attack being brought down 
In reconnaissance flights the R.A.F. 
had visited’ Hamburg, Bremen, . the 
Ruhr, Berlin, Munich and: Nurnburg, 
in many cases more than once. 

R,A.F, prestige was--very high and 
it was no surprise that nearly a third 
of the men registering for service ex- 
pressed a preference for the air force. 

The Minister referred to the Em- 
pire personnel and units which would 
soon be taking. their place’ in the 
front line of air defence, and announc- 
ed the re-establishment of police 
squadrons which, under their own 
officers, would be attached to -the 
RAF. 

NEW TYPES 

Turning to production, Sir Kingsley 
Wood said that though the numeri- 
cal output was more than twice that 
of a year ago, the types in efficiency. 
as war weapons represent “not a 
twofold but a manifold accretion of 
strength,” and’ new and more power- 
ful types would shortly operate 
against the enemy. -

PRODUCER ‘OF NICKEL 


With the world’s main supply of nickel in Canada and 
only a few miles from the United States border, there is little 


| fear that the uninterrupted flow of the metal here will be 
interferred with because of the European war. i 


Owing to 


the traditional friendship and commercial ties between the 


two countries, the Dominion 


Government is not. likely to 


restrict the movement of the metal to the United States for 
domestic consumption, states J. H. Carmical in the “New 


York Times.’ 


Since the United States is, the 
largest consumer of nickel and pro- 
duces only an infinitesimal part of its 
requirements, considerable interest 
has been manifest in this metal, 
which is essential for efficient indus- 
trial and military operations.’ De- 
fence authorities here recently classed 
nickel as a strategic metal. 

WORLD PRODUCTION 

Of an estimated world production 
of 109,000 metric tons last year, 
Canada accounted for 95,559, or about 
88 per cent. of the total. New Cale- 
donia, an island in the South Pacific 
Ocean belonging to France, is the 
second largest producer, with.an out- 
put of 6,004 metric tons last year. 

In addition there is small production 
in Germany, Russia, Japan, Southern 
Rhodesia, Burma and Norway. The 
primary output in the United States 
which was principally a by-product 
in the electric refining of copper, 
amounted.to only 377 tons. 

Since 1933 the Mond Nickel 
Company, Ltd., English subsidiary 
of the International Nickel Com- 
pany of Canada,‘Ltd., has been 
carrying on development work In 
Finland. In the annual! report of 
Internationa! Nickel for 1937 it 
was said that “a substantial ton- 
nage of ore of excellent grade. 
has been proved by diamond drill- 
ing and prompt steps are being 
taken to develop ‘the property 
for an output of 1,000,000 pounds 
of nickel and 500,000 pounds of 
copper monthly.” : 

RUSSIAN DESIGNS 

According to reports from London 
anxious. to obtain 
control over the extensive nickel 
deposits in Finland in order to free 
Russia from 
British Empire for the metal, The 
mine is about thirty miles southwest 
of the Finnish port of Petsamo, an 
ice-free harbour on the Arctic Ocean, 
on which Russia also is said to have 
designs. ,

that possibly $5,000,000 additional

Russia was second with a consump- 
tion of 17,300 metric tons, followed by 
the United Kingdom with 13,200 and 
Germany with 12,200. ; i 

Previous to the World ‘War about 
80 per. cent. of the consumption of 
nickel was directly in the _manufac~ 
ture of armaments. The metal was 
used in addition as an important alloy 
in various machines for the making 
of. armaments. : 

After the World War, however, in- 
dustrial uses were developed and in 
recent years it is estimated that the _ 
consumption of nickel for armament , 
purposes declined to about 10 per 
cent, of total output, ; 

The price of nickel has been un- 
changed at 35 cents a pound since 
1926.

THOMAS PARR —“ THE 
HUMAN MARVEL” 


By VINCENT TOWNE |. 

“You have lived longer than other 
.men. What have you done more than 
. other men?” asked King Charles I, of 
Thomas Parr. 

“{ did penance in church, ‘your 
Majesty, when 105”, ~answered the 
famous Centenarian. . 

“Pentnee....for what?”

“On account of a woman, Sire,’”’ the 
anclent replied. “It was forty-seven 
years ago.”

And this dialogue King Charles de~_ 


Hghted in repeating to his courtiers 
during the remainder of his life. 

That most accomplished curiosity 
collector of his time, Thomas Hunter, 
2nd,Earl of Arundel, had “by easy 
stages” brought “The Human Marvel” 
in a litter to London where he was 
éxhibited for a time at the Queen's 
Head, in the Strand. 

So important was he at the time of 
_his death, at Lord Arundel’s house, 
that he was buried along with the 
Kings of England in Westminster 
Abbey, where the inscription on his 
tomb reads: 

“Tho: Parr of ye county of Sallop. 
Borne in Ao 1483. He lived in ye 
reignes of Ten Princes” (Here listed) 
“Aged 152 years, and was buried ‘here 
Nov. 15, 1635.” 

The ten monarchs under simone 
according to. _ this inscription, 
Thomas Parr lived, extended from 
Edward IV to Charles I. 


Parr was a farmer, as his father had 
been before him. What appear to 
have been his most reliable biogra- 
phers agree upon the following facts: 

When 88, he married his first wife, 
Jane Taylor, by whom he had a son, 
John, who died when ten weeks old 
and a daughter, 
‘survive early infancy. The penance 
which he recalled to King Charles 1 
was done “in a white sheet in Alber- 
bury Church” when he was 105, the 
complainant being ‘Katherine Milton 
who swore against him a baby born 
without benefit of clergy. 

’ That was seven years before the 
death of his first wife, which occurred 
when he was 112. For the next ten 
years, he remained true to her memory 
but married Jane Lloyd, widow, of 
Guilsfleld, when he was 112. Until 
180 he was known as one of the 
strongest’: men’ in his neighbourhood, 
being able to thresh corn in the fleld 
and perform the hardest manual 
labour. 

' He was in the habit of eating sim- 
ple fare-“sub-rancid cheese and milk 
’ in every form, coarse and hard bread 
and small drink generally sour “whey” 
. but while in the London limelight’he 
overate and overdrank and died sud-~ 
denly of congestion caused by a mid- 
night meal,
